It is lined with squirrel fur, amd has a deep 
lling cellar faced with beaver; this beaver Facin is carried along the inner edges of the fronts to the bottom 
for s depth ef three inches. ‘The pattern of the cloak is furnished in Figs. 1-7. It has « fitted back and vest 
, frent, and long overhanging loose cape fronts (see the dia- 
gram of the pattern given herewith). In the full-sized pat- 
tern join on the piece turned down om Figs. 1 and 4, and 
lengthen Figs. 4 and 5 to the full dimensions quoted in inches 
on the diagram. Cut two pieces each from Figs. 1-5, the collar 
from Fig. 6, and three tabs for the fronts from Fig. 7. After 
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providing the parts with lining, join the front and sides of the vest from 1 to 2, and set pockets into the curved

These neck ruches are shown in the fall size. In the group Fig. 1 there are two, the upper consisting of a frill 
of box-pleated Valenciennes lace which is tacked down to form points, and backed with a fold of cream crépe 
lisse; the other is composed of shells and folds of white crépe lisse, beaded with gold beads, and edged at the top 
with narrow picot ribbon. In the group Fig, 2 there are three ruches, The uppermost is of narrow Valenciennes 


lace pleated in double box pleats which are tucked with pearl beads, The second consists of slanting loops 
ribbon beaded with gold and pearl beads. The lowermost is composed of two folds of satin edged with silver 
beads, with a frill of erépe lisse between the folds, 


CoLiars: With JaBot.—[See Illustrations on page 852.] 
In Fig, 1 the standing collar is composed of folds of embroidered pink erépe, which are laid on a stiff founda. 
tion bac at the top projects a ruche of loops of narrow feather-edged pink ribbon. The jabot is composed’
